Ravenswood School Board 
Sees Plan for Oct. Bond Vote 


After sounding out public 
opinion for some weeks, Rav- 
enswood City School Dist. Supt. 
Roderic V. Moore officially 


Moore admitted that public 
response to his request for pro 
or con comment on a new con- 
struction program had not 
been heavy. But those who did 
telephone him indicated sup- 
port, he said. 

The trustees did not act on 
the plan which calls for a 
bond election on Oct. 8. And 
Moore said they wouldn’t 
have to come to a decision 
before early summer. 


The construction program 
will be placed on each meeting 
agenda so that it can become 
a continuing topic of discus- 
sion, Moore said. 

He proposes that the trustees 
seek voter authorization for a 
$850,000 bond issue since $206,- 
000 in bonds authorized, but 
not spent, still remain from 
the 1959 school construction 
program. This would make a 
total of $1,056,000 in authoriz- 
ed bonds. 

The latter figure provides 
$119,000 leeway above what dis- 
trict officials estimate will be 
legal bonding capacity at the! 
time of the election. | 

The leeway is _ needed, 
Moore said, because assessed 
value of taxable property — 
the basis for determining le- 
gal bonding capacity — is 
difficult to predict exactly 
this far in advance. | 

If the voters give authoriza- 
tion, the district will once| 
again qualify for the state) 
building program. Under this 
program, loans of up to $2,-| 
010,972 could be obtained to fi- 
nance construction.

Johnson noted at Tuesday 
night’s council meeting that 
the Army Engineers have not 
even acknowledged receipt of 
the aforementioned letter. 

It was his understanding 
that the engineers were going 
to review their previous rejec- 
tion of channel improvements. 
They had claimed that these 
would cost more than a major 
flood control dam (which is 
opposed by Menlo Park and 
Stanford). 

But Palo Alto City Man- 
ager Jerry Keithley learned 
this week that the Corps of 
Engineers is doing exactly 
nothing on this matter at 
present, Johnson said. 

The city manager pointed 

out that land costs in the area 
where the big dam was pro- 
posed have risen to the point 
where they are almost equal to 
the cost of proposed channel 
improvements.

By Four Days 


Portola Valley grade school 
teachers will work 179 days 
beginning the 1963-64 school 
year. 

The action knocking four 
days off the present school 
calendar was taken Tuesday 
night by the school board and 
puts the district more in line 
with other elementary districts 
in the Sequoia Union High 
School area. 

In reducing the school year, 
trustees shelved various pro- 
posed salary schedules that 
would put the district in a 
more competitive position with 
neighboring schools.

Business Manager Tells Reason’ 
For ‘Neutral’ Contract Stand 


The “force contract” provi- 

sion calls for the formal calling 
of bids and letting of contracts 
for repair, construction and al- 
teration jobs costing $1000 or 
more. 
Assembly Bill 325, which was 
in the hopper in the legislature 
late last month, would raise 
this limit to $2000. 


The California Association 
of Public School Business 
Officials has taken no official 
stand on the matter; repre- 
sentatives of contractors’ as- 
sociations and labor unions 
are opposed to having the 
limit hiked, on the basis that 
as taxpayers they should 
have a share in the work 
done at public installations. 


The CAPSBO has urged “fur- 
ther study” of the present pro- 
posal. 
The local business manager 
explains, however, that some- 
times it isn’t economical for 
school district workers to do 
even a small job. 
“Some jobs requiring only a 
few hundred dollars in expen- 
diture actually require consid- 
erable specialized knowledge 
of construction, such as plumb- 
ing or wiring,” Richert ob- 
serves. “Our men could not un- 
dertake such work with as 
great an assurance of success 
as the professionals in the 
field. 
“On the other hand, there 
are areas of work in which our 
men can do a better job than 
outside contractors. 
EFFICIENCY 
“Having watched several 
sprinkler systems put in at lo- 
cal schools, our own mainte- 
nance men were well enough 
acquainted with the problems 
to be encountered that they 
could install such a system 
themselves — in fact, they’ve 
seen more such work done than 
the employees of some con- 
tracting firms actually in the 
business. ' 
“Tt would therefore seem 
economical to make use of the 
experience implied.” 
The business managers, Ri- 
chert said, have named a com- 
mittee to work with represen- 
tatives of the contractors and 
labor to see if a satisfactory 
new law can be formulated. 

Some jobs are useful for 
keeping district employees 
husy during what would oth- 
erwise be “down time,” Ri- 
chert pointed out. These can 
include repair and construc- 
tion projects involving only 
a few dollars worth of as- 
sets.

Utility Company 
Ought to Think, Too 
T 


e Pacific Gas and Electric Company’s controversial 
high tower line along the Skyline has been stopped in its 
tracks this week through the efforts of 30 local residents. 


On their complaint, the California Public Utilities 
Commission ordered the utility to stop all construction 
work on the 220 KV transmission line that has drawn fire 
from numerous quarters. 

A hearing was scheduled yesterday before the Com- 
mission on the citizens’ complaint that alleges that “a con- 
siderable area on either side of the easement will be 
blighted and potential development of Skyline Boulevard 
will be endangered.” 

Many local residents have sought several times in the 
past to get PG&E’s cooperation in exploring alternate plans. 
Although the utility expressed a willingness to cooperate, 
it has pressed forward in juggernaut fashion on the line 
that will cross the scenic boulevard at two points. 

It’s heartening to see that public spirited citizens can 
win some time on this important matter. It will be more 
heartening to see PG&E devote serious thought to its public 
interest role during this period — and come up with a pro- 
posal more attuned to California’s need for long-range 
planning. 


Don’t Be Afraid to Enjoy 
The Fifth Freedom 


“Reading — the Fifth Freedom. Enjoy it!” 

This is the theme of the 1963 observance of National 
Library Week, April 21 through 27, which is meant to focus 
attention on the values of lifetime reading and the nation’s 
libraries in a free society. 

It might be well to take note of a couple of statements 
regarding this precious freedom which were made as early 
as 1953, ‘remembering that the pressures described then 
are even greater now. 

“The Freedom to Read is essential to our democracy,” 
states the American Library Association. “It is under attack. 

“Private groups and public authorities in various parts 
of the country are working to remove books from sale, to 
censor textbooks, to label “controversial” books, to dis- 
tribute lists of “objectional” books or authors, and to purge 
libraries. 

“We are deeply concerned about these attempts at 
suppression. . . . We trust Americans to recognize propa- 
ganda and to reject obscenity. We do not believe they need 
the help of censors to assist them in this task. We do not 
believe that they are prepared to sacrifice their heritage of a 
free press in order to be “protected” against what others 
think may be bad for them. 

“.. . books are not alone in being subjected to efforts 
at suppression . . . these efforts are related to a larger 
pattern of pressures being brought against education, the 
press, films, radio and television. 

“Such pressure toward conformity is perhaps natural 
in a time of uneasy change and pervading fear. 

“And yet suppression is never more dangerous than in 
such a time of social tension. Freedom has given the United 
States the elasticity to endure strain. Freedom keeps open 
the path of novel and creative solutions, and enables 
change to come by choice. Every silencing of a heresy, 
every enforcement of an orthodoxy, diminishes the tough- 
ness and resilience of our society and leaves it the less able 
to deal with stress.” 

In June of 1963, President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
wamed: “Don’t join the book burners. 

“Don’t think you are going to conceal faults by con- 
cealing evidence that they ever existed. Don’t be afraid to 
go in your library and read every book as long as any docu- 
ment does not offend our own ideas of decency, That 
should be the only censorship. 

“How will we defeat communism unless we know what 
it isP What it teaches — why does it have such an appeal 
for men? Why are so many people swearing allegiance to 
it? It’s almost a religion; albeit one of the nether regions. 

“Now we have got to fight it with something better. 


Not try to conceai the thinking of our own people. They 
are part of America and even if they think ideas that are 
contrary to ours they have a right to have them, a right to 


record them and «@ right to have them in places where they 


are accessible to others. It is unquestioned or it is not 


American.” (Address at Dartmouth College) 

The American Library Association statement con- 
cludes: “We believe that what people read is deeply im- 
portant; that ideas can be dangerous; but that the sup- 
pression of ideas is fatal to a democratic society 

“Freedom itself is a dangerous way of life, but it is 
ours.” 


Status of Property 
Subject to Change 


The shooting here two weeks ago of a ‘teen-ager who 
assertedly was scaling a fence while taking a shortcut across 
private property points up a fact that is becoming more and 
more evident: The status of private property is changing, 
these days. 

We don’t condone trespassing and we don’t condone 
the use of firearms to regulate it either. 

Time was, or course, when a man’s freehold was his 
castle. Boys got shot with rock salt for stealing apples. 
If the landowner’s aim was bad and the lad was severely 
wounded or killed, few juries would convict. 

This is not true, in modern times. People are con- 
sidered more important than things. You can defend your 
property from theft, vandalism or abuse by reasonable 
means, probably, but in line with a different view of the 
relative value of an individual as compared with a property

TALK IT OVER: 


Municipal Report: 


County Legislators in 
Capital Often Disagree 


(This is the last of a series 
of articles concerning obser- 
vations of the editor on his 
recent trip to Sacramento.) 

San Mateo county’s dele- 
gates in the state legislature 
make up a conspicuous delega- 
tion. All are involved in 
weighty legislative matters and 
two of the three of them have 
seniority which makes their 
influence greater than that of 
the ‘‘freshmen.” 

It’s interesting though, to 
note that the three—Senator 
Richard Dolwig of Atherton, 
Assemblyman Carl Britschgi of 
Redwood City and Assembly- 
man Leo Ryan of the north 
county—seldom vote as a dele- 
gation. 

Reason for this, explains 
Senator Dolwig, is that most 
of the business before the 
state legislature concern 
statewide issues, rather than 
local ones, although new 
laws passed may indeed have 
profound local effects. 

Dolwig and Britschgi, for in- 
stance are 18 Odegrees apart 
in their view of professional 
boxing. 

In the wake of a recent box- 
ing death in Los Angeles, 
Britschgi announced that he 
would sponsor a bill which 
would allow the voters of the 
state to decide whether profes- 


sional boxing should continue 
to be allowed. 


He also proposed an interim 
measure in which he was to 
prepcse that all present pro- 
fessional boxing licenses be 
suspended. This would have 
the effect of outlawing the pro- 
fessional contests until the 
voters indicated whether they 
thought such contests should 
be allowed. 


Dolwig doesn’t believe box- 
ing should be outlawed; he 
himself was a boxer in his 
days at college and considers 
it a fine sport. 

Further, he says, the en- 
veighings against boxing as a 
“brutal sport” emanating 
from governor’s office are 
somewhat hypocritical. The 
state has an able boxing com- 
mission and is in a position 
to tighten the rules to assure 
safe contests. 

The boxing commission is 
appointed by the governor and, 
Dolwig says, he doesn’t feel 
the administration should duck 
its responsibility to see that 
professional boxing is conduct- 
ed in accordance with proper 
safety practices. 

Another item regarded as

New Sales Tax 
Idea Comes Up

A shock wave something like 
a sonic boom vibrated through 
Sacramento legislative circles 
the other day when a bill to 
impose a one per cent state 
sales tax on groceries was in 
troduced. Reaction was prompt 
and loud, and can be expected 
to swell as days go on. 

Food purchased for home 
consumption has traditionally 
been exempt from the sales 
tax. The new measure, accord- 
ing to the Department of Fi- 

nance, would. produce around 
$60 million annually in addi- 
tional state revenues. The ex- 
isting one per cent sales tax 
collected by the state for ci- 
ties and counties would not be 
changed. 

The bill would ear-mark 
revenues from the new tax 
primarily for school purpos- 
es, but would reserve to the 
Legislature the authority to 
appropriate specific amounts 
within the limits set. 

Up to 50 per cent could go 
to elementary schools, up to 30 
per cent to high schools, and 


25 Years Ago: ; 
‘Huge’ New 
Building 
Started Here 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


April 15, 1938: 


On Wednesday Building In- 
spector John Glunz issued a 
permit for the removal of the 
old building on El Camino Re- 
al, north of Derry’s feed store, 
which houses the taxi office, 
McLaughlin's shoe repair shop, 
Al Davis shoe shine parlor and 
Mrs. Hoss’ American restau- 
rant and the Greyhound bus 
office. 

A new building will be built 
on this property, which accord- 
ing to the building permit will 
cost $8500, being a frame 
structure of stueco finish and 
with a fireproof roof. 

The new building will be 
built on a set-back line and will 
materially aid in the factor of 
safety in this block. This will 
leave only the brick building 
on the corner of Santa Cruz 
Avenue and El Camino Real 
and the old wooden structure 
housing the cleaners, the Class 
Barber Shop and _. Marley’s 
Smoke Shop on the corner of 
Oak Grove Avenue and El Ca- 
mino Real. 

It is understood that the new 
structure will be a big addition 
to the city’s business center, 
both from the standpoint of 
beauty and safety. 


the remaining 20 per cent to 
junior colleges. Any unappro- 
priated balance would go to 
the general fund. 

The author of this tax bill 
has also introduced one of the 
major bills to increase state 
support of public schools. This 
latter measure, which emerged 
from the Assembly Education 
Committee with a favorable 
recommendation, is estimated 
to raise state expenditures for 
schools by more than $100 mil- 
lion annually. 

In addition, it would levy a 
county-wide school tax in every 
county, to equalize school sup- 
port between “rich” and “poor” 
school districts. The bill has 
wide support among educators, 
and education organizations of 
all kinds. 

Despite this support, this 
education bill is expected to 
run into some rough going, 
and chances of its finally be- 
ing enacted into law are not 
considered good. To raise the 
money it would obligate the 
state to pay, would inevitably 
require additional revenues 
from some source, or else 
some very heavy cuts in oth- 
er parts of the budget. 

The measure runs contrary 
to the administration’s propos- 
ed budget, which anticipates 
only some $30 million in great- 
er aid to schools, as well as a 
similar county-wide equaliza- 
tion tax. 

The food tax bill is apparent- 
ly intended to raise the extra 
funds needed to finance the 
full $100 million program pro- 
posed in the bill to expand 
state educational aid. 

The Governor was quick to 
express his opposition to the 
sales tax on food. He paid his 
respects to the author of the 
bill for his courage in sponsor- 
ing a bill to raise taxes, along 
with his program to increase 
state school expenditures. 

He inferred it would be 
a mistake for the state to 
continue to subsidize 1700 
school districts when many 
of them would be consolidat- 
ed. County-wide equalization 
of school taxes should come 
first, he added. 

At th same time the Goverr- 
nor announced that legislation 
would be introduced immedi- 
atety to set up a 20-member ad- 
visory commission, and to give 
it $150,000 to make a thorough 

study of state and local taxes. 
He stated he is not in favor of 
enacting any tax bills until this 
commission has a chance to re- 
port its recommendations. 

Appearance of the food sales 
tax bill gives us a wide range 
of matters to consider in the 
tax field. When the administra- 
tion proposal for withholding 
of state income tax, and for a 
“poll-ahead” of some business 
taxes is taken into account, we 
are sure to have some busy 
times. 

When more school support is 
mixed in, our legislative prob- 
lems in the area become major 
in magnitude. 


islature, is the “party line” 
vote. 

Dolwig explains that the 
Democrats are in such a ma- 
jority in both houses of the 
legislature that such votes sel- 
dom come up. 


“The only time we have a 
‘party line’ vote is when we 
are memorializing the national 
legislature to take some action 
on which there are definite 
differences in the policies of 
the national political parties,’ 
he explained. “We haven't had 
such a vote in months.”

Readers of the works of 
Professor C. Northcote Park- 
inson will doubtless recall 
that there seems to be an in- 
verse ratio between the size 
of an office and the work it 
puts out. 


South county residents can 
therefore take comfort in the 
knowledge that Britschgi and 
Dolwig maintain modest estab- 
lishments in the capitol build- 
ing. 

Britschgi’s office has just 
about enough room for him- 
self and a secretary; Dolwig 
has his own office, and space 
for two secretaries and an ad- 
ministrative assistant. (He may 
have hired a second of the lat- 
ter, by the time this is printed.) 

Assemblyman Leo Ryan 
from the north county has a 
larger office than Britschgi’s, 
but that might be because it 
was furnished more recently, 
or because it was the only one 
available. 

Dolwig’s office contrasts 
sharply with the suite operated 
by San Francisco’s Senator 
Eugene McAteer—an enclave 
with several large rooms and 
many desks. 

* * * 

The role of an administra- 
tive assistant is a taxing one 
because the jobs has lots of 
functions. 

Dolwig’s assistant has as his 
job the looking-up of back- 
ground on all sorts of proposed 
laws, and the assembling of 
material to help the Senator 
form opinions. 

He also has to serve as a 
“greeter” for constituents and 
has to be able to prepare infor- 
mation to be mailed to news- 
papers and interested question- 
ers “back home” in the con- 
stituency—that is, San Mateo 
county. 

Assemblyman Britschgi does- 
n’t have such a functionary in 
his office. Theoretically, ap- 
parently, legislating is done at 
a more elementary level in the 
assembly than in the senate. 
And of course, the senate can 
put the brakes on any piece of 
legislation the assembly sub- 
mits.

SUNDAY ‘BLUE’ LAW 


Editor, the Recorder: 


A group has been formed known as the Californians 
Against Commercializing Sunday to further the enactment 
of a Sunday “blue” law. Any Sunday closing legislation is 
discriminatory, religious and restricts an individual's right 
of free choice. 


I asked one businessman how he felt about Sunday 
closing and he informed me that it would wreck his busi- 
ness.

If it is proper, according to this group, to ban certain 
types of business on Sunday, what is there to prevent them 
from going a step further and ban certain types of sports or 
all sports on Sunday? 

I believe as Dallas Wood says in his column in the 
April 13 issue of another newspaper: “If it is possible and 
proper to legislate what cannot be permitted on Sunday, 
what would deter the bigots from going yet further by 
reaching for a law telling people what they must do on 
Sunday, namely attending a church approved by the law- 
makers? 

“The best way to prevent a returm to puritanical aus- 
terity and intolerance is to prevent the first step, which in 
this case is the proposed enactment of a Sunday closing 
law.”

Program on Youth Problems

A pilot program to evaluate 
school drop-outs, youth unem- 
ployment and delinquency will 
get under way in San Mateo 
County late this summer, ac- 
cording to Clarence Z. Brown, 
regional youth consultant with 
the U.S. Department of Labor 
bureau of labor statistics. 

The Bothin Helping Fund 
of San Francisco has contri- 
buted $10,000 to initiate the 
program. Brown predicted it 
could start about Aug. 1. 

Brown, who lives in San Car- 
los, is a former county proba- 
tion officer and started his stu- 
dies on the program three and 
a half years ago. 

The study was approved by 
the Board of Supervisors in 
June, 1961, and by the County 
Board of Education. 

It has since received the en- 
dorsement of the California 
Teachers Association, Parent- 
Teachers Association and many 
civic groups. A committee from 
the Central Labor Council is 
working with the study group. 

The next step is to name 
a board of directors that will 
govern operations. A proj- 
ect director probably will be 
picked by May 1. 

A 94acre campsite near La 
Honda has been made availa- 
ble for the program by the 
Peninsula Group of Optimist 
Clubs. 

Sixteen boys will be selected 
on a county - wide basis. They 
must be recommended by the 
high school they are or had 
been attending and by their 
parents. 

The application then must be 
approved by the camp director 
and a representative of the 
County Mental Health Deport- 
ment. 


The boys will be paid $3 
per day for their work at the 
camp. It will cost another $3 
a day per boy to operate the 
camp, plus $1 per day for in- 
surance. 

tI will be operated on a 24 
hour basis and the boys must 
take at least four hours of 
classroom study every week. 

Each camping period will 
last five months, ending at a 
time when employment and ed- 
ucation opportunities are at 
their peak. 

If a boy drops out, he will 
be replaced by another one on 
the waiting list. 

The work program will be 
aimed at preparing boys for 
the trades of plumbing, car- 
pentry, conservation and oth- 
er like vocations. The state 
education requirement will 
be met by a teacher provided 
by the county schools office. 

The purpose of the program 
is to place the boys under pro- 
per supervision and in the 
right environment, Brown said. 

Because this is a pilot, or ex- 
perimental, program, the camp 
“graduates” will be asked to 
remain in touch with project 
officials for a year or so after 
they leave. 

In this way, some evaluation 
can be made of the program’s 
ability to get a boy back into

school or help him find steady 
employment and avoid future 
enti-social behavior, Brown 
said. 

The local program, one of 
only three approved in the 
United States by the Depart- 
ment of Labor, is not tied in 
with the federal govern- 
ment’s proposed “domestic 
peace corps” at this time. 

The state has set up a 100- 
boy camp near San Diego, 
which was a result of the stu- 
dies made by Brown and his 
group here. 

Leland H. Mahood, vice pres- 
ident of Hergenrather Associ- 
ates in San Francisco, is chair- 
man of the youth camp pro- 
gram. He is a resident of San 
Mateo. Genevieve Lyman di 
Sanfaustino, a princess from It- 
aly ,is head of the Bothin Help- 
ing Fund. 

The school drop-out problem 
has had the attention of educa- 
tors and civic leaders for many 
years. Working closely with 
County Manager E. R. Stallings 
and the Board of Supervisors, 
Brown and his group now have 
the plan formalized. 

Joseph Lohman, dean at 
the University of California 
in Berkeley, has been a con- 
sultant throughout the study 
and the camp program has 
his full support. 

Department of Labor statis- 
tics show that one out of three 
hoigh school students are list- 
ed as drop-outs. This national 
average is about the same in 
San Mateo County, Brown said. 

The Department of Labor es- 
timates that of the 26 million 
new workers entering the la- 
bor market in the 1960s, some 
7.5 million will not have com- 
pleted high school. Of these, 
about 2.5 million youths will 
have completed only eighth 
grade or less.

As indicated, the scope of 
the study will extend the pres- 
ent counseling program in the 
schools. Findings of the re- 
search will not only serve the 
functions of permitting coun- 
selors to relate individual stu- 
dent need with educational 
planning and with vocational 
opportunities but also of point- 
ing up any areas in curriculum 
and guidance which can be im- 
proved. 

For this study the District 
will provide office space, sec- 
retarial and clerical help, data 


processing and other materials, 
and consultation with adminis- 
trators involved. NDEA Title 
V will pay Mrs. Donaldson’s 
salary for the year. 

A second NDEA study re- 
cently approved has as its 
purpose to determine wheth- 
er there are benefits to be 
gained from having two 
counselors available half 
days during summer school. 


The counselors will work 
with parents and students as 
needed in varying capacities 
such as in registration, test in- 
terpretation, personal counsel- 
ing, vocational counseling, and 
educational counseling. NDEA 
funds will pay the salaries of 
the two counselors. The dis- 
trict will provide office space, 
clerical assistance, supervision 
by head counselor and princi- 
pal, and consultation with the 
district guidance office. 

The determination of the ef- 
fectiveness of the summer 
counseling program will be 
made at the end of the follow- 
ing school year on the basis 
of opinions in check-list ofrm 
by parents, students, summer 
school staff, and regular staff.

In the Garden: 


Among Their Uses, Vines Are Color Bearers 


You could name several rea- 
sons for planting vines — to 
screen off an unsightly view, 
to cover a bare wall or lend 
texture to an otherwise unin 
teresting fence — but the rea- 

son most of us give first is sim- 
ay that vines can produce such 
a colorful show in the garden. 
There’s no minimizing the con- 
tribution of a floweriong vine 
which likes to climb up high 
and show off its bloom. 

In California we have an ex- 
ceptionally good selection of 
flowering vines, and the one 
that usually comes first to 
mind is bougainvillea. This 
dazzler stands unchallenged 
when it comes to vivid color 
and while one thinks first of 
the common purple form which 
has been a California landmark 
for generations, there are ma- 
ny newer hybrids to make bou- 
gainvillea more useful. 

Check the selection of bou- 
gainvillea varieties that are 
available. You may be surpris- 

» ed to find not one, but several 


* red forms as well as a golden- 


the famaliar purple standby. 
Ask to see Barbara Karst 
(red), Crimson Jewel (red), 
Texas Dawn (rose - pink), 
Orange King (gold to rose) and 
California Gold. There are oth- 
ers, too. 

Bougainvillea stands almost 
any cultural condition you 
want to give it, but it blooms 
more profusely and with better 
color when kept slightly on the 
dry side. If grown where fre- 
quently watered, bougainvil- 


- Under no circumstances should 
you feed this vine. It only cuts 
down on the bloom. 

Another vine that puts forth 

' myriad blooms is the Star Jas- 
mine. Although it has none of 


sedate charm which endears it 
The tiny pin- 
wheels of bloom — a creamy 
white — are hauntingly fra- 


nent against the rich green fol- 
jage of the vine fabric. 

Use Star Jasmine to climb 
a pillar or cover a trellis, but 
also use it as a ground cover 

- by tying its stems down and 
letting them mound up in a 
jumble of pleasant foliage and 
flower. It also can be grown 
in a tub, using a center stake 
to train it up and keeping it 
pruned to discourage over- 
growth. You can give Star Jas- 
mine full sun near the coast, 
but part shade is recommended 
inland. 

There are several trumpet 
. vines available and one that is 
sure to please is the Lavendar 
Trumpet Vine. This vigorous 
climber produces dark green 
foliage and three-inch trumpet 
flowers in spring and summer. 
Another for  spring-summer 
bloom is the Yellow Trumpet 
Vine and and excellent variety 
for sheltered gardens is the 
Scarlet Trumpet Vine. 

You see this rambling, bright 
flowered beauty in southern 
California especially, but also 
in north coastal gardens and 
inland where a sheltered spot 
can be found for it. It is more 
tender than other trumpet |

One of the best vines intro- 
duced in California from more 
tropical climates is the Giant 
Burmese Honeysuckle. It is not 
for inland valleys unless you 
like to take a chance, but along 
the coastal strip where winters 
are mildest you find wonderful, 
free-flowering specimens of 
this handsome vine 

Giant Burmese Honeysuckle 
produces an incredible surge of 
growth when once it settles 
down to growing. The big, glos- 
sy leaves will cover completely 
a good-sized wall or an arbor, 
and the clusters of long, tubu- 
lar yellow or white flowers 


hang in profusion through sev- 
eral warm months of the year. 

Their honeysuckle fragrance 
will keep you happy over an 
equally long time. Full sun is 
not too much for the Giant 
Burmese Honeysuckle, though 
part shade will not bother it. 
Plenty of water with good 
drainage will hasten the early 
growth. 

Gardeners who are unfamil- 
iar with vines should ask a nur- 
seryman what type of support 
they need. Some climb by twin- 
ing; others hang on with ten- 
drils and still others have lit- 
tle suction cups to grip a wall. 
Just be sure you know which 
has what before you 
training it upward.

Dr. Alonzo Baker will pre.

Dr. Baker is professor of po- 
litical science and internation- 
al relations at the University 
of the Pacific in Stockton.

His current television 
program, “Behind Page One,” 
is telecast Sundays from Sacra- 
mento. 

The noted lecturer travels 
extensively to gather first hand 
material.

In the last fibe 
years, he has toured Russia and 
other Iron Curtain countries, 
as well as Japan, Asia, and In- 
dia. In 1961 he traveled 27,000 
miles in Africa.

Edward Weaver’s invitation 
to dinner must certainly in- 
spire a second time guest to 
eat very lightly at lunch the 
better to appreciate the eve- 
ning. A typically appealing 
dinner plan is detailed by re- 
tcipe below and would include 
only the beverages that would 
round out the chicken, green 
vegetable and dessert mold 
and nothing to smother the fla- 
vor. 

CHICKEN SAUTE STANLEY 
Chicken should be cut in 
large pieces, quarters or even 
halves. Place in relatively slow 
pan and cook in butter just en- 
ough to set the flesh, but not 
enough to brown. Remove 
chicken from pan and keep 
warm. Chop two large onions 
and add to pan in which chick- 
en has been cooked; clear 
these, do not brown. Put chick- 
en back and spoon onions over. 
Cook for % hour or until chick- 
en is done. 

SAUCE STANLEY 
tbsps. of butter 

tbsps. of flour 

cup of half and half 
tsp. tomato paste 

tsp. plus of lemon juice 
¥% tsp. paprika 

% tsp. curry powder 
Blend the sauce and combine 
Blend or sieve 
sauce. Mask chicken with sauce 
placing in a covered oven-proof 
dish to keep warm. Let stand 
briefly until flavors blend. Gar- 
nish with mushrooms. Amount 
to be sauteed and added would 
vary with individual require- 
ments but for taste and appear- 
ance, mushrooms are essential. 
Chicken Saute Stanley is not a 
good buffet dish as it should 
not be allowed to stand. 

This can be served with fluf- 
fy rice, brown rice or wild rice. 

And it is the cook’s sugges- 
tion that a bland green vege- 
table (peas or lima beans) 
makes a good companion for 
the chicken saute. 

One choice which Edgar 
Weaver makes for dessert 
when he serves this epicurean 
chicken is an apricot dessert 
mold.
